Section 7-14 Removal of Appointed Officers 


Application - Any person who holds an 
appointed town office not covered by the 
provisions of civil service or the terms of a 
collective bargaining agreement, with more 
than six months remaining of the term of 
office may be removed from the office by the 
voters, in the manner provided inthis section. 


Removal Petitions - One hundred and fifty or 
more voters may file with the town clerk an 
affidavit containing the name of the official 
whose removal is sought and a statement of 
the grounds upon which the petition is based. 
The signatures of such petitions shall contain 
the names of at least ten voters in each of the 
precincts into which the town is divided for 
the purpose of electing town meeting 
members. 


If said petition is found to be valid, the town 
clerk shall thereupon deliver to the ten 
persons first named on such petitions, 
petition blanks demanding said removal, 
printed forms of which he_ shall keep 
available. The blanks may be completed by 
printing or typewriting; they shall be 
addressed to a joint committee consisting of 
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the town moderator and the board of 
selectmen; they shall contain the names of 
the ten persons to whom they are issued and 
the grounds for removal as stated in the 
affidavit; they shall demand a public hearing 
for the purpose of removing the official from 
office; they shall be dated and signed by the 
town clerk. The removal petitions shall be 
returned to the office of the town clerk within 
twenty days following the date they are 
issued, signed by at least ten percent of the 
total number off persons registered to vote as 
of the date of the most recent town election. 
The town clerk shall, within twenty-four 
hours following such filing with him, submit 
the petitions to the board of registrars which 
shall within five days thereafter, certify 
thereon the number of signatures which are 
the names of voters. 


Removal Hearing - If the petitions shall be 
certified by the board of registrars of voters to 
be sufficient, the town clerk shall forthwith 
submit the same with his certificate to the 
joint committee. Upon its receipt of the 
certified petitions the joint committee shall 
forthwith give notice, in writing, of said 
petition to the official whose removal is 
sought. If said officer does not resign his 
office within five days following delivery of 
the said notice, the joint committee shall 
order a special public hearing to be held not 
less than thirty-five nor more than sixty days 
after the date of the certification of the town 
clerk that the petition is sufficient. If a 
vacancy occurs in the office after a removal 
hearing has been ordered, the position shall 
be filled in the manner described in Section 7- 
1 


Public Hearing - The joint committee shall 
provide at least two weeks written notice of 
the hearing in a local newspaper and to the 
official whose removal is sought. The Official 
shall have a right to be represented by 
counsel at such hearing, to call witnesses, to 
examine witnesses and to introduce evidence 
at the public hearing. Not more than fourteen 
days following the public hearing, the joint 
committee shall take final action on the 
removal and shall, forthwith, notify the 
official of the removal or that the notice of 
removal has been rescinded. A two-thirds 
vote shall be required to remove an Official. 
The result of the hearing shall also be 
published in a local newspaper. 


Officeholder - The incumbent shall continue 


to hold his office and to perform his duties 
until the result of the removal hearing is made 
known. If he is not then removed, he shall 
continue in office for the remainder of his 
unexpired term, subject to removal as 
provided in section (f) below. If the official is 
removed he shall be deemed removed upon 
the notification of the results of the hearing.

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and each of said agencies shall choose two 
persons, except that the chairmen of the 
precinct delegations shall choose three 
persons, to serve as members of a (selection) 
committee to screen candidates for the office 
of the town administrator. Persons chosen by 
each of the said agencies may. but need not 
be members of the agency by which they are 
selected to serve. Not more than fourteen 
days following the date of said notification to 
the town clerk the (eleven) thirteen members 
of the (Selection) screening committee. 
chosen as provided in the paragraph above, 
shall meet to organize and to plan for a 
process for the solicitation by advertisement 
and other means to attract suitable 
candidates for the office of town 
administrator. 


(k) The following contains only those 
changes or additions to paragraph (k) 


A board of health to consist of (three) five 
members, appointed by the town 
administrator, for terms of three years each 
so arranged that (one such term) as nearly an 
equal number of such terms as is possible 
shall expire each year; 


A sewer extension committe (,) to consist 
of five members, appointed by the town 
administrator, for terms of (five) three years 
each so arranged that (One such term) as 
nearly an equal number of such terms as is 
possible shall expire each year, said 
committee to be the successors to the sewer 
commission (and to have only the powers as 
presented by section 4-2C of the charter:). 


The following paragraph is deleted from 
Section 4-2C and added to this paragraph (k) 
with minor language changes. 


Until such time as the sanitary sewer 
system for the town has been substantially 
completed and less than twenty percent of 
the gross area of the town remains without 
sewer service, the sewer extension 
committee shall be reponsible for the 
planning and development of all sewer 
extension programs for the town, subject to 
the approval of the representative town 
meeting. After construction, the maintenance 
and operation of the sewage system shall be 
assigned to the department of public works.

The following paragraphs are additions to the 
recreation commission and are considered 
underlined in their entirety: 


1. The recreation commission shall have all the 
powers and duties recreation commissions 
are given under general laws and such 
additional powers and duties as may be 
authorized by the charter, by by-law or other 
town meeting vote. The powers of the 
recreation commission shall include but need 
not be limited to the following: 


A. The recreation commission shall elect from 
its members a Chairman who shall preside at 
its meetings and act as the head of the 
recreation commission; a vice-chairman 
who shall assume the powers and duties of 
the chairman in the absence of the 
Chairman; a secretary to keep in order the 
records of the commission and recreation 
liaison officer to aid in corrdinating with the 
private organizations in the town.

C. To aid the recreation commission in the 
performance of its duties, a recreation 
director shall be appointed by the town 
administrator who shall carry out the 
directives and policies of tne commission 
with regard to the programs under its 
responsibility. 


D. The recreation commission shall prepare, 
as part of the submittal to its annual budget 
and consistent with the requirements of 
Article 5 of this charter, a five year 
recreational plan, including the current year 


and at least four future years, that details the 
intent of the commission to construct. 
reconstruct, maintain and remove from 
service, all town recreational facilities. 
except those under the jurisdiction of the 
school committee. 


The recreation commission shall be entitled 
Lowe DU nolL tequired.to submit .<a 
recommendation at the town meeting on 
any matter that involves town recreational 
facilities. 


An industrial developement financing 
authority to consist of five members, (to be) 
appointed by the board of selectmen, (and to 
serve as provided in Chapter 40D of the 
General Laws) for terms cf three years each 
so arranged that as nearly an equal number of 
such terms as is possible shall expire each 
year; 


A board of appeals to consist of five regular 
and two associate members, appointed by 
the board of selectmen, for terms of (five) 
three years each (,.) So arranged that as nearly 
an equal number of such terms (of office) as 
is possible shall expire each year: 


The following paragraphs are additions to the 
personnel board and are considered underlined 
in their entirety: 


The powers and duties of the personnel 
board shall include, but are not limited to: 


In cooperation with the town administrator. 
the board may initiate. develop and 
recommend personnel policies and 
procedures to improve the administration of 
the town: 


Certify all personnel actions prior to their 
effective date to insure regulatory 
compliance: 


The board shall be entitled to, but not 
required to submit. a recommendation at 
the town meeting on any matter that 
involves the town personnel system: 


Advise the town administrator on. all 
collective bargaining negotiations and at its 
discretion. have a designated member 
present during negotiations. 


A finance committee to consist of eleven 
members and two associate members, to be 
appointed by the town moderator, for terms 
of three years each (,) SO arranged that as 
nearly an equal number of such terms (of 
office) as is possible shall expire each year. 
The chairman of the committee may 
designate the senior associate member to sit 
on the committee in case of absence of any 
member thereof or in the event of a vacancy 
on the board until said vacancy is filled by the 
town moderator. 


The following are added paragraphs and are 
considered underlined /n their entirety: 


A committee of ombudsmen to consist of 
five members is to be appointed by the town 
moderator for a term of one year.

District: Planned Residential Developments 
may be constructed only in a Planned 
Residential Development District subject to 
the following safeguards, restrictions and 
provisions of this section and all other 
applicable sections of this By-Law. 


Purpose and Intent: The Planned Residential 
Development (PRD) District allows, after site 
plan review and approval from the Planning 
Board, a pattern of land development 
intended: to encourage the preservation of 
significant land and water resources; to 
encourage more environmentally sensitive 
and cost effective/energy-efficient 
residential land uses; and to enable the 
community to require adherance to a 
comprehensive set of development plans in 
the rezoning of land and in subsequent site 
plan approval. 


Minimun Tract Size: Planned Residential 
Developments shall be located upon atract of 
land which has an area of not less than 25 
acres of land. For purposes of this 
requirement, any portion of the lot that is 
considered wetlands as defined in M.G.L. 
Chapter 131, Section 40, “The Wetlands 


Protection Act’ or areas shown to be or 
properly identified in a Flood Plain District 
shall be subtracted from the parcel in 
determining if the minimum tract size 
requirement is met. There shall also be a 
minimun of 350 feet of frontage on a public 
way as a requirement of any proposed tract. 


Number of Units: The maximum number of 
dwelling units permitted within any Planned 
Residential Development shall not exceed 
four units per acre of tract. The calculation to 
establish the number of units will be 4x 
number of usable acres (usable acres shall be 
defined as total area less land situtated in a 
Flood Plain District or Wetlands as defined in 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, 
Section 40, "The Wetlands Protection Act.” 


Dimensional Regulation: 

1. Lot Area, Frontage, Width and Yard 
Requirements; There shall be no minimum lot 
area, frontage, lot width, or yard 
requirements within the Planned Residential 
Development. However, no building or 
parking area, or accessory structure shall be 
located within 70 feet of a public way or 
boundary line of a Planned Residential 
Development. Such areas except for road, 
walkway or utility crossing shall provide a 
continuous landscape buffer. All landscape 
buffers shall be kept in a natural state or 
landscaped to provide privacy and screening 
to all abutters. 


2. Other Dimensional Regulations: There 
shall be: (a) no more than eight attached 
dwelling units and no more than four parking 
spaces in any single structure; (b) the overall 
length of any residential structure including 
attached garage shall not exceed 275 feet: (c) 
no more than one unit shall be served by each 
building entrance; and (d) the maximum 
height of any structure exceed two and one- 
half stories or 35 feet. 


Parking: Each unit within the Planned 
Residential Development shall have a 
minimum of two spaces per unit, of which one 
space shall be a fully enclosed garage space. 


Common Open Space: 

1. Minimum Common Open Space: The 
minimum common open space shall be 40 
percent of the total area of the Planned 
Residential Development. No more than half 
the required Common open space may be

situated in the Flood Plain District or 
classified as wetlands as defined in 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 131, 
Sec. 40, "The Wetlands Protection Act.” 


2. Use and Shape of Common Open 
Space: The Common Open Space shall be 
used for open space, conservation, 
agriculture, recreaton of park purposes. The 
Common Open Space shall be in one or more 
parcels of a size, shape and location 
appropriate for its intended use. Each parcel 
of Common Open Space shall have adequate 
access, as detemined by the Planning Board, 
for all residents of the Planned Residential 
Development and no structure shall be 
constructed thereon in excess of 20 feet in 
height nor shall the maximum lot coverage 
including paved areas exceed 10 percent 
without approval for such coverage from the 
Planning Board. 


3. Ownership of Common Open Space: 
(a) Provisions shall be made so that the 
Common Open Space and other common 
property shall be owned in common by the 
owners of all units in the Planned Residential 
Development or by a corporation non-profit 
organization of trust whose members are all 
the owners of the units. In all cases, a 
perpetual restriction of the type described in 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 184, 
Sec. 31 running to and enforceable by the 
Town of Billerica shall be recorded in respect 
to the Common Open Space. Such restriction 
shall provide that the Common Open Space 
shall be retained in perpetuity for one or more 
of the following uses: conservation, open 
space, agriculture, recreation or park. Such 
restriction shall be in such form and 
substance as the Planning Board may 
prescribe and deem appropriate. 


(b) In order to ensure that the 
corportation , non-profit organization or trust 
will properly maintain the Common Open 
Space and other common property an 
instrument (s) shall be recorded at the 
Middlesex North District Registry of Deeds 
which shall as a minimum provide: 


The written proposal and the Overall 
Concept Plan, Architectural Plan (s) and 
Landscaping Plan (s) presented to Town 
Meeting. 


b. 


Planned Residential Development Plan (s) 
meeting the requirements set forth for a 
Definitive Plan in the Town of Billerica 
Subdivision Rules and Regulations and 
including the following information: the 
existing and proposed topography; the soil 
associations as delineated by the US. Soil 
Conservation Service; the extent of any 
wetlands as defined by the Wetlands 
Protection Act, Chapter 131, Section 40 of 
the General Laws; the extent of any land 
zoned Flood Plain District; all existing and 
proposed location of residential buildings 
and any other structures; all streets, private 
ways, common drives, parking spaces, 
sewers, drainage facilities and utilities; the 
limit of each construction phase and a 
tabular summary of the total area of the 
tract, the percent of Common Open Space, 
the number, type and gross floor area of the 
residential buildings and including the 
number of bedrooms/dens, the building 
coverage and coverage of all impervious 
surfaces. 


Definitive Subdivision Plan (s) and 
Application of Approval under the Town of 
Billerica Subdivision Rules and Regulations 
(if the Planned Residential Community 
Development requires approval under the 
Subdivision Control Law) which to the 
extent permitted by law shall be reviewed 
and considered by the Planning Board at the 
same time as the application for site plan 
review. 


Architectural Plan (s) and Elevation (s) (ata 
scale of not less than 1/8” = 1'0”) showing 
the elevation of the proposed buildings, 
their height and the layout of each floor. 


Landscape Plan (s) (at the scale of not less 
than 1’ = 40') showing the existing and 
proposed tree line, the landscaping and 
proposed improvements for the Common 
Open Space and planting plans for 
disturbed areas and buffer areas. 


Order of Conditions issued pursuant to 
M.G.L. Chap. 131, Sec. 40, "The Wetlands 
Protection Act” for the proposed Planned 
Residential Development or written 
determination by the Conservation 
Commission that a notice of intent is not 
required for the proposed development. 


Copies of all instruments to be recorded 
with the Planned Residential Development 


site plan approval including the proposed 
deed (s) for the Common Open space, the 
articles of organization and By-laws of any 
corporation or trust to be established for the 
ownership of the Common Open Space and 
the perpetual restriction to be imposed on 
the Common Open Space. 


Submission to Other Town Boards - The 
Planning Board shall, within ten days of its 
receipt of an application for site plan approval 
for a Planned Residential Development site 
plan approval refer (a) In order to ensure that 
the corporation, non-profit organization or 
trust will properiy maintain the Common 
Open Space and other common property an 
instrument (s) shall be recorded at the 
Middlesex North District Registry of Deeds 
which shall as a minimum provide: 


A legal description of the Common Open 
Space 


A statement of the purpose for which the 
Common Open Space is intended to be 
used and the restrictions on its use and 
alienation. 


The type and name of the corporation, non- 
profit organization, or trust which will own, 
manage and maintain the Common Open 
Space. 


The ownership or beneficial interest in the 
corporation, non-profit organizaton or trust 
of each owner of a dwelling in the Planned 
Residential Development and a provision 
that such ownership or beneficial interest 
shall be appurtenant to the dwelling to 
which it relates and may not be conveyed or 
encumbered separately therefrom. 


Provisions for the number, term of office, 
and the manner of election to office, 
removal from office and the filling of 
vacancies in the office of directors and/or 
officers of the corporation or non-profit 
organization or trustees of the trust. 


Procedures for the conduct of the affairs 
and business of the corporation, non-profit 
organization or trust including provision for 
the calling and holding of meetings of 
members and directors and/or officers of 
the corporation or non-profit organization 
or beneficiaries and trustees of the trust and 


provision for quorum and voting 
requirements for action to be taken. Each 
owner of a dwelling shall have voting rights 
proportional to his ownership or beneficial 
interest in the corporation, non -profit 
organization or trust. 


The method by which such instrument or 
instruments may be amended. 


Limitation of Subdivision: No lot shown ona 
plan for which a Planned Residential 
Development is granted may be further 
subdivided, and a notation to this effect shall 
be placed on the plan of record which shall be 
recorded with the site plan approved. 


Town Meeting Presentation and Rezoning: 

1. Proposal for Rezoning: Any person 
who desires to have tract of land rezoned to 
Planned Residential Development District 
shall submit a written proposal and the 
following plans to the Town Clerk and to the 
Planning Board prior to the scheduled start of 
Town Meeting. Both the Town Clerk and 
Planning Board shall display all submitted 
plans at aconvenient location for the purpose 
of public viewing.

2. Town Meeting Motion: Any motion 
presented to Town Meeting for rezoning a 
tract of land to Planned Residential 
Development District shall incorporate by 
reference the written proposal and plans 
required under Subsection 5.12.1.1 In 
addition, the maximum number of dwelling 
units and the maximum number of 
bedrooms/dens as shown on said plans shall 
be incorporated into the motion presented to 
Town Meeting and shall not be increased 
after the Town Meeting has acted favorable 
on the motion to rezone. 


Procedure for Site Plan Review and Approval 
from the Planning Board:

Article 6 Moved and seconded to postpone 
Article 6 until the eleventh order of business on 
Thursday, October 9th. Motion CARRIED. 


Moved and seconded to adjourn the meeting 
until Thursday, October 9th at 7:30 P.M. Motion 
was LOST. 


Article 7 Moved and seconded that the Board of 
Selectmen be authorized to acquire by purchase 
or by the power of eminent domain certain 
parcels of land and slope easements at the 
intersections of Webb Brook and Boston Road; 
Treble Cove Road and Boston Road; Bridge 
Street and Boston Road; and further to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $49,580.00 for land 
acquisition cost, engineering fees and other 
related expenses. 


Finance Committee concurred, stating they are 
long over-due. 


Discussion opened and a question was put to 
Town Counsel as to whether or not a description 
of the land to be taken should be part of this 
article. Town Counsel stated we do not have to 
have a description for the purposes of this article. 
Discussion continued at some length, when the 
previous question was moved. A rising vote was 
taken, with 57 voting in favor and 54 voting in the 


negative. Motion LOST. 


Discussion continued with it being stated these 
lights should be installed by this time next year. 


Moved and seconded to cut off debate. Motion 
CARRIED unanimously.

Finance Committee concurred. 


Dr. Robert Calabrese, Supt. of Schools, came 
forward to explain this article. Slight discussion 
followed. 


The mian motion was CARRIED unanimously. 


Article 11 Moved and seconded that 
$416,151.00 be appropriated for the removal off 
asbestos from the Parker School; that to meet this 
appropriation the Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, be authorized to borrow 
$416,151.00 under General Laws, Chapter 44, 
Section 7, Clause 3a; and that the School 
Committee be authorized to contract for and 
expend any State aid available for the project 
provided that the amount of the authorized 
borrowing shall be reduced by the amount of 
such aid to be received prior to the issuance of 
bonds or votes.

An explanation was given 
by Chairman Hoar. 


Finance Committee concurred. Committee on 
Rules concurred. 


After moderate discussion and an explanation 
by Committeeperson Maureen Sullivan of the 
intent of the article. the motion CARRIED. 


Ariicle 24 Chairman Hoar commended the 
entire Town Charter Review Committee for a job 
well done. Moved and seconded to amend the 
Billerica Charter approved March 3, 1979. as 
amended, as recommended by the Town Charter 
Review Committee's Report dated August 28, 
1986, with the following changes:

There were 2,997 dog licenses sold in 1986.

There were three elections held during 1986. 
The Town Election on April 5th, 1986, the State 
Primary on September 16, 1986 and the State 
Gubernatorial Election on November 4, 1986: 
23% of the registered voters turned out for the 
Town Election, 22% for the State Primary and 
58.65% for the State Election to cast their votes. 
The November election was the last time 13 
precincts were used. The Selectmen voted to 
start using the new 10 precinct set-up, as per 
mandated redistricting, in the 1987 Town 
Election. A special thanks to all the precinct 
workers who faithfully performed their duties on 
election days, the officers working at Town Hall 
to tally the votes, the men of the Tree and Moth 
Department, the Police Department and the 
Maintenance Department and custodians of the 
School Department. All elections went smoothly. 


The Annual Spring and Fall Town Meetings 
were held with eleven sessions involved. There 
were two Special Town Meetings held with a total 
of two sessions. 


Your Town Clerk and Assistant Town Clerk, 
Shirley E. Schult attended the annual conference 
of the International Institute of Municipal Clerks 
held at Boston, Massachusetts. Shirley Schult 
was awarded her Certified Municipal Clerk’s 
award from that most prestigious group. We also 
attenedd the three meetings of the Middlesex 
Municipal Clerks Association which are 
luncheon meetings held in Chelmsford.

Total Registered Voters 


This is a decrease of 1,569 registered voters 
from last year. Traditionally, in years with either a 
Presidential primary or election, the number of 
registered voters increases. In the off years, 
registered voters move from town and new 
residents do not bother to register until the next 
Presidential election. These figures show that 
this trend is continuing. 

The Annual Census was again obtained by 
mail. 11,981 Annual Census forms were mailed. 
Thanks to the tremendous effort on the part of the 
Town Clerk’s Office and the Board of Registrar’s 
Personnel, all the Census forms were in the mail 
on January 15, 1986. Response was not as good 
as last year with only about an 87% return. We 
appreciate the cooperation of those residents 
who replied promptly. Our goal, as always, is to 
have 100% return. The statement which appears 
on the census envelope: “Warning: Failure to 
respond to this mailing may result in removal 
from the voting list’ is mandated by 
Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 5, Section 
4. 


Sixteen special registration sessions were 
held throughout the year. There were three 
elections: one State Primary Election, one Town 
Election, and one State Election in 1986. 


Marie M. Kyricos was re-appointed to a 
three-year term on the Board of Registrars by the 
Board of Selectmen in March, 1986. Said term to 
expire April 1, 1989. 


In 1986, a bill was passed by the Legislature 
and signed by Governor Dukakis which 
exempted the positions of Senior Clerk in the 
Registrars’ Office from Civil Service. The Board 
of Registrars filled the vacancy in their staff on 
September 22, 1986.

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
and 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


In 1986, the Board of Selectmen held 
regularly scheduled meetings. The Board holds 
regular meetings twice monthly to act upon 
license applications, appoint citizens to boards 
and committees, conduct public hearings, and 
respond to citizen complaints. 


In accordance with the Town Charter, the 
Town Administrator prepared and submitted to 
both the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee, a five year Capital Improvment 
Program for fiscal year 1987-88 through 1991-92 
and an annual operating budget for fiscal year 
1986-87. 


After the April election, the Board of 
Selectmen reorganized, electing as its Chairman, 
Thomas H. Conway Jr., Arthur L. Doyle, Vice- 
Chairman and Gordon C. Brainerd, Secretary. 
The other two members of the five men Board of 
Selectmen are David F. Delorey and Stephen J. 
Lentine. Gordon C. Brainerd and Arthur L. Doyle 
were re-elected fora term of 3 years at the April 86 
election. 


At the annual Spring Town Meeting, a bond 
issue in the amount of $4,500,000 was authorized 
to convert the Howe High School into a municipal 
office building that would house all Town and 
school departments and the Police Station. 
Construction and bid documents are being 
prepared and construction should begin in the 
summer of 1987 and completed in August of 1988. 
Town meeting also authorized a bond issue in the 
amount of $2,400,000 for the construction of 10 
miles of sewer line. The Town will also receive a 
grant of $2,000,000 and construction will beginin 
the summer of 1987. The principal and interest 
payments for these two bond issues are within the 
tax levy limitation of proposition 2%. 


The new Central Fire Headquarters on 
Goode Street opened in November of 1986. The 
new station is located in the gymnasium and shop 
areas of the Howe High School and was 
refurbished at a cost of $853,000. The station will 
house in addition to the Town's major fire fighting 
equipment, fire department administrative 
offices, a state of the art communications center 
and classrooms for fire training courses and 
seminars. The station is considered to be one of 
the finast fire headquarters in the commonwealth 
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and has been selected as an award winner in the 
Build Massachusetts Awards Program sponsored 
by the Associated Contractors of Massachusetts. 


The Town's financial position in 1986 was 
extremely sound. Free cash in excess of 
$400,000, a substantial increase in state aid and 
new construction, primarily commercial and 
industrial development has added to the Town's 
Tax Levy. This favorable financial position has 
enabled the Town to expand services while at the 
same time maintaining a stable tax rate. Because 
of the Town's favorable financial position, a 
substantial sum of money was appropriated for 
capital improvements. Funds totalling $988,350 
were allocated for the purchase of a fire pumper 
and ambulance, drainage projects, cemetery 
deveiopment and other major improvements. 


The Board of Selectmen voted to tax 
commerical and industrial properties at a 
different rate for fiscal 1985-86 as allowed by 
state law. The residential tax rate was set at 
$18.03 per $1,000 of asessed valuation compared 


to $25.37 for commercial and_ industrial 
properties. 
The Board of Selectmen, Town 


Administrator and staff acknowledge and 
appreciate the cooperation and assistance that 
has been provided by all Town Boards, 
Commissions and Departments during the year. 


BILLERICA HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Billerica Historical Commission meets 
regularly on the first Wednesday of the month, 
and at such other times as the need arises. We 
continue to enlarge our inventory of historic 
landmarks in the town and to respond for 
requests for information and/or review. 

We have formal regret that the Town may find 
it expedient to dispose of two important 
landmarks: the present Town Hall and the 
original Howe School. The first is included in the 
National Register of Historic Places as part of the 
Billerica Common District; the second has been 
deemed "Register-eligible” in preparation of an 
application to extend the Common district. Both 
buildings thus have the minimal protection of 
Federal review of any modifications involving the 
use of Federal or Commonweaith funds. No 
similar protection is available from modification 
(or destruction) with private funding. 


We therefore urge, and cannot urge too 
strongly, thatifit prove to be expedient to dispose 
of either of these historically significant 
buildings, the Town approve such a sale only with 
the proviso that strict and binding preservation 
covenants be made part of any deed of sale. This 
the Town can do, and it is the only effective 
means of “preserving” two important 
components of our heritage and of our present 
landscape.

1986 was a very productive year for the 
Recreation Commission. Emphasis has remained 
on the implementation of the Five-Year Capital 
Improvement Program. This program saw sod 
installed at Lampson Field, and preparations 
made for the resurfacing of the two fields at the 
Akerson, and one field at the Dutile School.

A grant application to the State for funding of 
a multi-purpose recreational facility at Vietnam 
Veterans Parks was submitted in 1986.

Summer Park and Winter Gym programs are 
expanding. Adult programs from aerobics to 
senior ice skating are continually offered. Many 
special trips and events are provided monthly. 
Pre-school programs were successfully 
implemented this year and we look forward to 
continue to offer those. Our special needs 
population is fortunate to have the Magic 
Connection program, which offers many active 
classes, |.e€., Cooking, bowling, karate etc. to 
socialization programs such as Friday Night Live,

1986 was another busy year of growth for the 
Billerica Public Library. Over 126,000 books were 
borrowed this year, representing more than a 12% 


increase over last year. Some 17,000 information 
and reference questions were answered by the 
library staff and over 600 TTY messages were 
relayed for our deaf population. In addition, more 
than 7,000 people obtained new library cards 
during the year. 

This was our first full year as an automated 
library. The computer system has proven to be 
even better than we expected. Our control over 
the collection has improved tremendously and 
because of the effective and timely overdue 
notification process, materials are being returned 
more promptly, thereby benefiting more people. 
Even at that, however, over $10,000. was 
collected in overdue fines during 1986. 

As amember of the Merrimack Valley Library 
Consortium, we have been able to broaden the 
resources available to you to include the over one 
million volumes owned collectively by the 20 
libraries in the network. So if we don’t have the 
book you need, chances are good that we can get 
it for you from another library within 48 hours. 

Our special programs continued to attract a 
lot of attention. 115 programs ranging from 
storyhours to workshops, to concerts and theatre 
trips were presented during the year. Over 7,300 
people participated in these offerings. We had 
our most successful summer reading program 
ever. More than 800 children took part instne 
program and each child attempted to read at least 
ten books over the summer. Most of the children 
attained their goal and many read far more. A few 
of the children read over 100 books during the 
three month period! 

A complete inventory of the collection was 
completed this year. The results of this process 
show that approximately 850 books are 
unaccounted for. The last inventory was done in 
1982, before the installation of our theft detection 
system. At that time, over 2,000 books were found 
to be missing. The current 850 lost books 
represent only a 1% loss rate over the four year 
period. Not too bad but we will hope that the next 
inventory will yield even better results. 

The Friends of Library continued their 
support for the library during ’86. The annual 
Book and Bake Sale and Flea Market was a big 
success, netting almost $2,000. for the Library. 
The Friends contributions included, a Macintosh 
computer system, another year of memberships 
to area museums, funding for special programs in 
the Children’s Room, new software for the Apple 
computer and much, much more. 

The Jr. Friends of the Library activities 
included the annual Carnival and the Make Your 
Own Sundae Night, as well as, another Look- 
Alike Concert. These fundraisers made it 
possible for the Jr. Friends to purchase a 


Listening Center for the Children's Room. The 
center includes a record player, a cassette player 
and headphones, all housed in a locking carrel. 

Thanks to both of these support groups for 
their continued hard work on behalf of library 
service in Billerica. 

Once again, we look forward to another year 
of growth and progress as we face the challenges 
of 1987. Thanks to the Board of Library Trustees 
for their help and support. My special thanks go 
to our dedicated staff and volunteers whose 
expertise and hard work made this year the 
success that it was.

VETERANS’ SERVICES 


The following is the annual report of the 
Department of Veterans’ Services for the fiscal 
year 1986-1987. 

Due to the many changes in the States 
Statute pertaining to veterans and their 
dependents we are now involved with many new 
programs. 

The Commissioners office of Veterans’ 
Services provided an in training program which 
was completed by myself and Mrs. Marie 
O'Rourke and we were awarded Certificates of 
Achievement. As more new programs and 
directives are instituted the Commissioners 
office will provide the necessary in-training 
programs. 

We have seen our case load go from a low of 
18 to a high of 30 in the last six months. Once 
again we have been successful in obtaining 
Veterans or Widows other benefits from either the 
Veterans Administration or Social Security. We 
had 42 approved VA cases with the total dollar 
value of $205,003.00. 

We are presently involved in the refurbishing 
of Veterans grave sites. We hope to recondition 
45 or more in this fiscal year, this project is fully 
funded by the State and will be an ongoing 
project in the coming years provided funding is 
available from the State. With the assistance of 3 
veterans organizations and the House of 
Correction (work release program) we were able 
to complete the Vietnam Memorial monument 
located on Treble Cove Road. 

The Emergency Energy program due to 
some internal changes got off to an early start this 
year. As of December 15th we have processed 
378 applications and have 20 applications 
pending. The completed applications represent 
$245 300 in benefits that will be paid out on behalf 
of these applicants. 

Due to the make-up of our department, which 
delivers social and economic benefits, we have 
had many inquiries and referrals either by 
veterans, non veterans and other agencies 
requesting our assistance and in most cases we 
were able to either assist them ourselves or refer 
them to the proper agency.

AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Billerica Ambulance Service would like 
to thank the Police Department, Fire Department, 
Public Works Department, and the Town 
Administration for their support and great 
assistance throughout the year. In this fiscal year 
we purchased a new 1986 ambulance to service 
the residents of the Town. The service 
transported approximately 850 patients to area 
hospitals, while responding to 1,296 medical 
emergencies. 

C.P.R. trainging has been conducted in 
cooperation with the Billerica Public Library, and 
we have seen over 300 residents trained in this 
crucial life-saving technique and are continuing 
this training. 

The Emergency Medical Technicians have 
developed a First Responder system in 
conjunction with both the Police and Fire 
Departments to meet as quickly as possible the 
medical needs of the community. Moreover, all of 
the Billerica Emergency Technicians have been 
trained through an extensive program developed 
with the Lahey Clinic in De-Fib for cardiac related 
problems. The Emergency Medical System has 
been upgraded to Advance Life Support level. 
There are presently two Paramedic and four 
EMT-intermediate personnel employed by the 
service. The EMT's have attended a program of 
400 hours training on their own time, to upgrade 
themselves to the EMT-I level, enabling them to 
apply this level of Health Care. 

The ambulance service has collected 
$50,372.67 during 1986.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Nutting Lake Dredging and Water 
Quality Restoration Project has been officially 
completed for one year. However, there remains 
some funds which have been committed for 
additional shore work (to be accomplished in the 
summer of 1987) and for a Final Report on the 
project. A draft report on the lake restoration 
efforts has been completed by Baystate 
Environmental Services, Inc. and after some 
minor corrections .are made, the Final Report 
should be available soon. 

The State Division of Water Pollution Control 
will once again monitor the quality of Nutting 
Lake monthly throughout 1987. Also, like we did 
during the summer of 1985, we expect that we will 
have to treat the lake with copper sulfate 
sometime during the summer of 1987 to control 
algae. 

The majority of the work on the Nutting Lake 
Beach comfort station and adjacent parking area 
was completed during the summer and fall of 
1986. On April 2, 1986, the Conservation 
Commission was notified that they had been 
given a grant of $50,000.00 from the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Management Division of Waterways for the 
completion of the parking area at Nutting Lake 
and the installation of handicapped access 
facilities at the Beach House. 

On May 9, 1986 the money was presented ina 
check to Commission Chairman Nick Micozzi by 
Senator Patricia McGovern and Representative 
Michael Rea, Jr. during a small ceremony at the 
beach attached by other local officials. 

The Commission was pleased to accept the 


funds and immediately made use of them during 
the next few months when catch basins were 
installed in the parking lot ana it was graded off, 
covered with stone dust and fenced in. In addition 
to work on the Beach House, more sand was 
brought into the beach, beach equipment was 
purchased and a life guard tower and some park 
benches were installed. 

Also, during the summer of 1986, the 
Commission was able to acquire 30 concrete 
jersey barriers from the State D.P.W. and had 
them installed in a long row between the beach 
and the parking lot. The remaining work, which 
includes the paving of the parking lot and the 
landscaping of areas adjacent to the beach, will 
be completed in the spring of 1987. When this 
work is done, we hope that the Recreation 
Department will be able to officially open the 
beach sometime in June, 1987. 

Besides the work at Nutting Lake Beach, the 
Conservation Commission was kept very busy 
during 1986 performing their duties under the 
Wetlands Protection Act (Mass. General Laws, 
Chapter 131, Section 40). During last year, 37 
filings for work in or near wetlands were received; 
37 public hearings were held along with 23 
Continuances; 36 Orders of Conditions were 
issued along with 28 Certificates of Compliance: 
9 Extensions; 10 Permit Modifications; and 12 
Cease and Desist Orders. 

Also, the Commission accepted three 
parcels of open space land during 1986. The first 
was a 1.1 acre parcel located off Kohlrausch 
Avenue donated by Robert Fleming. The second 
was a 9.2 acre parcel located off Progress Road 
donated by Maurice McCarthy and the third was a 
31.1 acre parcel located off Middlesex Turnpike 
donated by William Callahan. With the addition of 
these three parcels, the Commission now 
manages approximately 215 acres of 
Conservation - open space land. In 1987, the 
Conservation Commission will continue their 
efforts to acquire and thereby preserve more 
valuable open space land. 

The Billerica Conservation Commission 
holds meetings on the second and fourth 
Wednesdays of each month in the Town Hall 
starting at 8 p.m., and all are welcome to attend. 

We wish to thank all who have supported the 
Commission during the past year.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Health is currently comprised 
of John Morris, Chairman, John C. Gherson, Vice 
Chairman, and Arnold Ventresca, Secretary. 

One of the biggest changes the Board of 
Health has become involved in the solid waste 
curbside pick-up program. Beginning in April, 
1986, the program is the result of the closure of 
the Pond St. Lnadfill. In addition to weekly pick- 
up, the Town through GSX, Corp., offers twice 
yearly large item pick-up scheduled each April 
and October. 

This office continues to prosecute violators 
of the Public Health Laws. Court appearances in 
the past year have ranged from illegal dumping to 
violations of Human Habitation Laws. 

Routine inspections of Retail Food Stores, 
and Food Services Establishments continue by 
our Staff. : 

The emphasis in Public Health from the State 
Department of Public Health to local boards isin 
the area of prevention and education of public 
health procedures. This is an attitude shared by 
many countries throughout the world. 

In this regard, the Public Health Nurses have 
had a very progressive year. Some of their 
activities, include Hypertension programs, 
Mantoux clinics, Elderly Screening, Flu Clinics, 
Lead Testing, Well Child Clinics, Home Visits, 
Smoke Outs, Office Visits. All activities are 
evaluated for need assessments. 

The Health Department expresses it's 
deepest sorrow on the passing of Winona 
Lavigne, a long time secretary for the Board of 
Health and volunteer for various boards and 
departments.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Considerable progress was made during 
1986 in many areas within Public Works 
jurisdiction despite limited resources in funding 
and manpower. 
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A road resurfacing program utilizing State 
Aid funds supplemented the minimal Town 
appropriation to provide several commuter roads 
with badly needed improvements. Storm 
drainage projects by Town forces were also 
undertaken to relieve flooding in several areas of 
Town. An _ aggressive street line stripping 
program has also proved to reduce the hazard of 
some streets in Town. 

The purchase of personal computers has 
enabled office automation in areas of word 
processing, hydraulic modeling and payroll 
reporting. More emphasis should be placed on 
funding the purchase of PC’s in the future. The 
new water billing software will be on-line in 
February of 1987 and providing a tri-annual 
billing schedule to each customer. 

The purchase of the power jet-truck for the 
Sewer Division was a wise investment for the 
Town, reducing outside contractor calls for 
blockages and in aiding the Highway Division 
with blocked lines. 

The expansion of the Sewer Treatment Plant 
to 5.5 MGD’’capacity [will "q0= 10m mimioL 
construction in the early Spring of 1987 as well as 
the contract for installation of ten (10) miles of 
sewer lines. 

As the newly appointed Superintendent of 
Public Works, | would like to thank all Division 
Heads and DPW employees for thier continued 
efforts during 1986. Also, appreciation is 
acknowledged to all Departments, Boards, 
Commissions and all Town Agencies for their 
continued support and cooperation.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


During the year the Engineering Division 
provided services to the Department of Public 
Works, other agencies of the Town, and the 
general public. 

The list of Public Works projects includes: 
design and construction of drainage 
improvements in the Jones Brook basin in the 
area of Tercentennial Drive, Francesca Way, 
Ichabod Lane, and Shane Lane; the Locke 
School-Allenhurst tributary of Jones Brook, an 
easement from Burham Road to be used also as 
as outlet for the new drain installed at the new 
R.R. bridge on High Street, the completion of 


plans and specifications for the replacement of 
the Content Brook culvert at Whipple Road and 
the Middlesex Canal at High Street; assisted 
consultants in negotiating easements for the 
expansion of the sewer system, the 
reconstruction of part of Concord Road, and th 
reconstruction of part of Whipple Road; reviewed 
curb cuts, building permit application and 
occupancy permit applicants; and assisted with 
the maintenance and repair of various facilities. 

We provided engineering representation at 
Planning Board meetings, engineering support 
during plan review, and inspection during 
construction. Searched records for information 
regarding the status of lot releases and other 
aspects of previously approved subdivisions. 
During this year 16 subdivisions were under 
construction and 16 projects were undergoing 
plan review. The position of Town Planner has 
been filled and we worked with the incumbent 
reviewing sites, plans, the exploration of 
alternates to the proposed plans, and exchanged 
information on current and old subdivisions. 

This was a another busy year for requests for 
plans and information from the general public. 
There were more requesis this year for 
information about lots on undeveloped or paper 
streets. We spent more time reviewing plans for 
the development of lots on these undeveloped 
streets and the inspection of the construction of 
the ways required for the development of these 
lots than on previous years. 

An application was completed and submitted 
for funds under Chapter 91 for drainage 
improvements at Content Brook. The project 
submitted was judged worthwhile and eligible for 
consideration on the program. The sixty million 
dollar appropriation to fund this program was 
passed by the Senate but was not acted upon by 
the House of Representatives so no funds were 
available this year. We should continue our 
efforts to obtain funds under this program for the 
Content Brook improvements. Also, anew culvert 
is needed on Concord Road at Blanchard Brook 
and on Dudley Road at Mill Brook. These are 
equally attractive Chapter 91 projects and if 
submitted should give us a chance to obtain a 
share of these funds when they become available. 
Because the state was involved historically with 
some of the actions that have caused the 
problems we now have in the Content Brook 
basin, it is recommended that we keep accurate 
records of our expenditures in this area, and if 
funds are not provided under the Chapter 91 
program, we independently file legislation for 
funds for the program. 

The computerization of our operation 
continues, we routinely do all the subdivision 
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bond cost estimates and most of our 
correspondence and reports with a 
microcomputer. The above mentioned High 
Street culvert specifications and Whipple Road 
culvert specifications and other contract 
documents were prepared on a microcomputer. 
This has increased our capacity to produce these 
kinds of documents. This summer the Town 
contributed part of the cost of attending Georgia 
Institute of Technology to take a course in 
Microcomputer Applicatioans In Open Channel 
Hydraulics. We are looking forward to using 
these techniques in evaluating certain hydraulic 
structures in subdivisions and in developing 
designs for public works projects. The water 
distribution system has been modeled on the 
computer for the Water Division. One of our staff 
participated in the development of this model, 
and we now have this facility for use in evaluating 
designs for improvements proposed by 
developers as well aS any we may wish to 
recommend.

HIGHWAY DIVISION 


Highway work this year consisted of the 
following: 

ROAD RESURFACING PROGRAM: three 
and two/tenths miles of road resurfacing was 
completed this year. Resurfacing had a late start 
due to weather conditions, also the amount of 
personnel in this department is far from adequate 
to do its normal daily maintenance, leaving very 
little help to prepare streets for hottop. Those 
streets that were resurfaced were commuter 
roads - Elm St., Billerica Ave., portion of High and 
Sheldon Sts., and Faulkner St. - leaving several 
residential streets to be done in the early summer. 
Also this account is only funded for one/third the 
amount it had several years ago, due to 
Proposition 2%. 

DRAINAGE: Drainage was extended on 
Salem Rd., repairs were made on Gov. Carver Rd., 
drainage was replaced with larger pipe on 
Francisca Way and Tercentennial Dr., culverts 
were replaced with larger pipes and headwalls on 
Icabod Lane, Shane Lane, and lower Richardson 
St., culvert off Bignell Rd. was replaced, as well as 
Middlesex Turnpike at Beach Area. Many other 
pipe repairs and replacements were 
accomplished; approximately 350 catch basins 
were repaired or rebuilt. Concord Rd., Whipple 
Rd., and High St. projects are in the hands of the 
Engineering Dept. | believe contracts are out and 


should be started next fiscal year. Expenditures 
will be from Chapter 90 projects monies. 

SIGNS AND ROAD MARKINGS: Adetailed 
report of this work was submiited to the Town 
Administrator on January 16th, 1987 covering the 
period from January 1986 to January 1987. A log 
has been dept by Don MacPhail of this 
depariment's Traffic & Sign Section. 161 Street 
Name signs were replaced; 100 Traffic Control 
signs replaced; 71 Warning signs; a total of 44 
miles of stripping was accomplished including 
center lines, cross walks, stop lines, parking 
spaces, police traffice circles, island markings 
and white side lines. Thereis aneed for additional 
striping for the safety of the public. It is intended 
that this type of safety measure wiil increase next 
year. We received our new line marker machine 
late last year; with this new painter/striper we 
were able to do more work ina much shorter time, 
saving man hours. In addtion, we have a greater 
number of signs replaced by accident insurance 
claims. These are set up and replaced by 
contractors hired by insurance firms approved by 
this department. 

Street sweeping was done inmost sections of 
the Town. 

Catch basins were cleaned in all sections of 
the Town. 

Many drainage blockages were opened and 
pipes flushed by this department with the help of 
the new sewer flushing truck, which was a large 
savings to the Town by having that piece of 
equipment available to us through the 
cooperation of the Sewer Division. 

Patching of holes and trenches were done all 
year. 

Sixty miles of gravel roads were graveled 
throughout the year, some areas and street were 
graded 4orS times. |nsome areas shoulders were 
cut back and hauled away. 

The cost of overtime in this department this 
year has goneup due to hottop projects, drainage 
projects, vandalism to basin grates - detours are 
set up for all these projects before the work can 
be started: and sanding due to accidents. Since 
rubbish collection has started, people put out 
their rubbish the day before pick-up, it gets 
pushed into the road and cars run over it and 
Highway personnel have to pick up any broken 
and a scattered trash and transport it to 
designated areas for safety reasons; many calls 
are referred to us by the Board of Health and Civil 
Defense due to environmental hazzards such as 
oil spills, etc., patching due to washouts: oil spills 
due to accidents, fire assistance calls: police 
calls, etc. This winter, during December, icy 
roads have contributed to a large amount of 
overtime, also the storms are of a larger 


" magnitude than we have seen for several years. In 


addition, we experienced flooding of the 
Concord and Shawsheen rivers, as well as many 
other low areas, some of which had to be pumped 
to due to spring flooding. 

MOTOR EQUIPMENT REPAIR: This 
division has become more needed and the work 
load has gotten larger with regular work and 
overtime due to the age of our equipment; that it 
keeps breaking down. The older it gets, the more 
costly the repairs. They service the D.P.W. 
equipment, Housing Authority equipment, Board 
of Health car, and the Town Ambulance 
maintenance. 

| wish to thank my foreman and all the 
employees of my department for their excellent 
work performance. 

The Highway Department would like to thank 
all other Town Departments and Town Officials 
for their help and cooperation throughout the 
year.

SEWER DIVISION 


In 1986 the design for the expansion of the 
Wastewater Treatment Plant was completed 
along with the design of 10 miles of collection 
system. Construction for both projects is 
expected to begin in early 1987. The Treatment 
Plant expansion is expected to take 28 months for 
completion and the 10 miles of sewer 
approximately 24 months before completion. 

With the acquisition of the combination high 
pressure jet rod and vacuum truck, the division 
has eliminated the use of service companies to 
handle blockages and the maintenance of the 
collection system. 

The division began sampling industries 
throughout town for the purpose of establishing 
effluent guidelines for the issurance of industrial 
discharge permits, which are required under 
E.P.A. rules and regulations. These permits will 
be issued to any industry found to be discharging 
industrial wastes, that requires pretreatment. 
before entering the Town Collection Syetem. 

The Letchworth Ave. Treatment Plantand its’ 
pumping stations treated and pumped 880.84 
million gallons of sewage with an average daily 
flow of 2.41 million gallons per day for a plant 
designed to handle 1.6 million gallons per day. 

The following is a month by month 
breakdown of the total and average daily sewage 
flow treated at the Letchworth Ave. Facility.

The rhickened waste activated sludge is still 
being disposed of at the Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District at a cost of $2.00 per dry ton. 

Due to the sewer extension and connection 
moratorium imposed by the Water Pollution 
Control/D.E.Q.E, on August 23, 1984, only Board 
of Health orders, and valid permits issued priorto 
the Administrative Order were allowed to tie into 
the system.

TREE, PARKS DIVISION 


During 1986 the Tree Division removed a 
total of 221 trees throughout the Town. This 
included 38 trees inflicted with Dutch Elm 
disease. Brush was cut wherever necessary. 

Maintenance activities consisted of grass 
cutting and fertilizing on all playgrounds, 
squares, and the common. The Park Division 
maintains approximately 55 acres of land which 
includes one (1) football field, nine (9) ballfields, 
nine (9) tennis courts, fifty (50) veterans squares 
and The Viet Nam Park. 

Projects completed in 1986 included the 
renovation of the electrical shed at Campbell 
Field, which supplies lighting for the Campbell 
Field complex. In conjunction with the 
Recreation Dept. a complete rejuvenation of the 
Lampson Football Field was completed including 
sod and an irrigation system. The lighting of the 
remaining four (4) tennis courts at Lampson 
Field. should be completed by this Spring. 

Finally. the Tree Dept. spent much of the 
month of November setting up the common forits 
fifth annual lighting ceremony. This has become 
a huge success with over 500 people in 
attendance this year. We would like to thank all 
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concerned for their cooperation in once again 
making this a hige success.

WATER DIVISION 


The Interbasin Transfer Act of 1983 prohibits 
the transfer of any amount of water over one MGD 
from one watershed to another without a 
legislative act. The Massachusets Water 
Resource Authority (formerly MDC) claims its 
historic rights to the Sudbury River, a major 
tributory of the Concord River, override the 
Interbasin Transfer Act. The MWRA _ has 
postponed its decision on the Long Range 
Supply Study until December 1989. 

However, the Sudbury Reservior Diversion’s 
Environmental Impact Study is continuing and 
should be finished in early 1987. It is not yet clear 
that the MWRA must apply to the legislature to 
reactivate the Sudbury System. Such a 
reactivation would jeopardize Billerica’s supply 
of raw water. 

The Concord River's water level to its lowest 
1986 level during the last week of September at 
elevation 110 feet. The highest level was reached 
at elevation 115 feet. This occurred during the 
third week of March and again on Christmas Day. 

During 1986, Camp, Dresser and McKee 
began .conducting a review of. the 
physical/chemical treatment processes of the 
treatment plant. This study will continue through 
the summer of 1987. 

In the preliminary survey of the treatment 
process it was indicated that a problem existed 
with the coagulation process. The method of 
injecting the coagulant Alum is hygraulically 
haphazard and believed to be the reason for poor 
floc formation. The consultant engineer has 
recommended an alternative injection scheme. 

As a result of favorable laboratory tests, 
Ferric Chloride was used in a plant scale test 
(dose 20.5 ppm) between March 18th and 20th. 
The use of this coagulant in the plant in place of 
Alum resulted in high levels of dissolved Iron in 
the finished water. Since this dissolved metal 
would cause the same dirty water problems as 
Manganese, Ferric Chloride is not an acceptable 
alternative for Alum. 

Plans are now being formulated for a plant 
scale test of Chlorine Dicxide. It is hoped this 
compound will oxidize the Manganese in the raw 
water. This will allow the Manganese to be 
trapped in the floc and thereby removed from 
process water at the beginning of treatment. 
Furthermore, the cidal effects of Chlorine 
Dioxide will prevent algae from hindering the 


sedimentation process during the summer 
months. Chlorine Dioxide can serve both of these 
functions without producing the Trihalomet- 
hanes by-products that pure Chlorine produces 
when added to the Concord River's highly 
colored water. 

In September High Lift Pump #5 failed. The 
motor’s rings were worn and had shorted out. 
This 460 volt equipment was removed from the 
plant for repair. After the rings were machined, 
the motor and clutch were given a thorough 
internal cleaning. 

On the night of October 23rd, the plant was 
shut down and about one quarter of a million 
gallons of water were pumped from the clearwell. 
Then about three thousand cubic feet of filter 
media was removed from the floor of the 
clearwell. This material had been depositied in a 
stratified mound in the clearwell as a result of 
filter underdrain failures over the last decade. 

The chlorine system received a new pre- 
chlorinator and post-chlorine analyzer in 1986. 
With some minor replumbing and rewiring during 
the installation of the analyzer, the chlorine feed 
control was converted to a closed loop system. 
The closed loop system allows for a more precise 
feeding of chlorine, so waste is eliminated. 

The new Atomic Absorption Unit has been 
installed in the laboratory. This Unit will allow the 
chemist to routinely test for many elemental 
contaminants such as Lead and Mercury. 
Presnetly the state tests for metal contaminants 
only once a year. 

As in past years, the only maximum 
contaminate level the water supply is in violation 
of is that of the element Sodium. Our official level 
is 42 ppm. The two sources of Sodium in the 
drinking water are road salt and the Sodium 
Hydroxide used in conjunction with Alum for 
flocculation and for corrosion control in the 
finished water. The use of lime in the treatment 
process would lower the Sodium contaminate 
level. 

During 1986, the treatment works removed 
1,775,745,000 gallons from the Concord River 
and pumped 1,682,344,000 gallons into the 
distribution system. The peak consumption day 
was 8.55 MG on August 9th, the lowest day was 
March 30th at 3.11 MG. The annual production of 
this water required the use of 40,159 Ibs. of 
Chlorine, 531,174 lbs. of Alum and 291,707 Ibs. of 
Caustic Soda. The operation of the treatment 
plant consumed 4,066,800 kilowatt hours of 
electricity. 

During the spring of 1986, the seven and one 
half million gallon standpipe was drained. The 
inside was completely sandblasted and painted. 
Corrosion pits as deep as one eighth of an inch 
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had formed in the tank walls. The oxidation 
formation on the outside of the tank was removed 
by wire brushing before paint application. The 
tank was back online on August 10th, the refilling 
took three days. Due to the cool damp weather 
during the spring and summer, this work took 
much longer than expected. The Water Works 
Division is grateful to all who complied with the 
water ban during this lengthy project. 

The investigation of a leak in August revealed 
that the two inch main on the Concord Road end 
of Page’s Court had deteriorated to a point that it 
was non-repairable. During September, 580 feet 
of 6” ductile pipe was used to replace the old iron 
main. The replacement main which began on 
Concord Road was tied to the existing 6” main 
running from Parker Street. 

During the year, forty one hydrants were 
replaced and eighty eight others repaired. Thirty 
two main breaks occurred during the year. 


6" mains - 16 breaks 

8" mains - 12 breaks 

10” mains - 3 breaks 

12” mains - 1 break 

One hundred eighteen water tankers were 

added to the system. Three hundred four new 
meters were installed and fifty four meters were 
placed on unmetered service lines. One hundred 
twenty five meters were repaired in the field. 

During the last few weeks of 1986, the 
computer model of the distribution system was 
completed. This equipment will be used to 
predict the results of operational and structural 
changes in the distribution- system. It is now 
possible with this equipment to predict what 
advantages might be gained by such projects as 
enlarging the mains crossing route three or 
closing the loop on Rangeway Road. 

The new billing computer was installed in the 
Billing Office in December and data is now being 
entered. The result will be an on-time tri-annual 
billing.

BOARD OF APPEALS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 


The Zoning Board of Appeals is a Quasi- 
Judicial Board. The Governing authority and 
powers of the Board are stated in Section 40A of 
the Massachusetts General Laws and the Zoning 
By-Laws of the Town of Billerica. 

The Board of Appeals holds its meetings on 
the third Wednesday of every month. All hearings 
of the Board are open to the public. The Board 
consists of five (5) regular members and two (2) 
alternate members. All seven (7) members are 
appointed by the Board of Selectmen. None of 
the members receive any financial compensation 
for their services to the Board. 

In 1986 the Zoning Board of Appeals has 
been meeting twice a month due to the large 
number of petitions filed with the Town Clerk and 
the Zoning Board. This trend is expected to 
continue in the future. 

The increasing number of petitions are trom 
homeowners, who are refinancing their present 
homes. Due to the lowering of the interest ratesin 
our financial institutions, a great number of 
homeowners are refinancing their mortgages. At 
the present time, the banks and other lending 
establishments are requiring the homeowners to 
have their property resurveyed. Unfortunately, a 
great number of homeowners are finding out that 
their property and homes did not conform to the 
Town's Zoning By-Law, when they purchased 
them. As a result, the homeowners must seek 
relief from the Zoning Board of Appeals in order 
to receive their refinancing. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals conducted a 
total of ninety-four (94) hearings in 1986. The 
decisions to grant or deny “Variances” shall be 
made by the Board within seventy-five (75) days 
and ninety (90) days for "Special Permits”. 

In order for a Variance or Special Permit to be 
granted by the Board, the petitioner must receive 
four (4) out of five (5) votes in the affirmative. If 
the petitioners receives two (2) negative votes on 
his petition, it is denied. The Boards ninety-four 
(94) decisions are broken down as follows:

All ninety-four (94) hearings were judged 
and voted on their own individual merits. Some 
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cases may appear to be similar in nature, 
however, there are many variable factors that 
have to be considered. It is these factors that 
rake each case different and unique. 

During the past year there have been several 
major changes in the Zoning Board of Appeal’s 
membership. 

Mr. Peter M. Blaisdell resigned from the 
Board in May, 1986. All the members would like to 
give a special thanks to Peter for his time in 
serving on the Zoning Board of Appeals for the 
past seven (7) years (1979 - 1986). His knowledge, 
ability and enthusiam will be notably missed from 
our meetings. We wish him good fortune in his 
future endeavors. 

Due to the vacancy created by Mr. Blaisdell’s 
resignation from the Board, Donald J. Flynn was 
appointed to the Zoning Board of Appeals in 
June, 1986. The Board members wholeheartedly 
welcome Mr. Flynn to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals.

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REPORT OF THE 
LOWELL REGIONAL TRANSIT 
AUTHORITY 


The Lowell Regional Transit Authority helps 
to finance regular fixed route bus service 
between Billerica and Lowell and commuter rail 
service between the North Billerica Station and 
Boston. 


Regular route service operates Monday 
through Friday, with the first bus leaving Billerica 
at 7:00 a.m. and the last bus leaving Lowell for 
Billerica at 5:15 p.m. The service is provided by 
LoLaw Transit Management, Inc. under contract 
to the LRTA. There are five (5) round trips per 
day. Fares range from a minimum of 50 cents toa 
maximum of 85 cents depending upon where one 
gets on or off the bus. Senior Citizens and the 
Handicapped pay half fare. Ridership was some 
31,297 in 1986. For information on regular route 
service, residents should call 452-6161. 


Commuter rail service between the North 
Billerica Station and Boston is operated by the 
B&M Railroad. 21 round trips are provided on 
weekdays, with 9 round trips on Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays. Some 248,768 passengers 
were served to and from the North Billerica 
commuter rail station in 1986.

SEWER EXTENSION COMMITTEE 
The Honorable Board of Selectmen 


The Sewer Extension Committee held 
several public hearings during the year. 
Discussions were held in regards to future sewer 
extensions in Town. 


At the Annual Spring town meeting, the 
Committee presented to the town meeting 
membership a ten-mile construction project for 
lateral sewers. This project was designed by the 
Sewer Extension Committee and by their 
engineer, Mr. Emile Hamwey of Fay, Spofford and 
Thorndike who decided that the Town would be 
divided into five sections with each section 
receiving two miles of lateral sewers. Town 
meeting voted overwhelmingly to approve this 
ten-mile sewer project. 


The total cost for the ten miles of lateral 
sewers is $4.4 million. The committee along with 
Mr. Hamwey submitted a grant application to the 
State in order to be eligible for their 50/50 
matching funding program for the construction 
of lateral sewer lines. This application was 
approved. As a result of this approval, the Towns 
share for this ten-mile sewer project will be $2 
million with a matching $2 million from the State. 
The engineering cost of $400,000 for this project 
will be totally paid for by the Town. There are no 
state or federal funds available for engineering. 

The ten-mile lateral sewer project will be 
under contract for construction in the spring of 
1987: as well as, the new sewer plant expansion. 
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Both projects are expected to be completed in 
about 2 years. The ten-mile sewer project can not 
be functional until the new expansion to the 
Sewer Treatment Plant is completed. 


In the Fall Town Meeting the town meeting 
membership voted to override Proposition 2% 
and to have the remainder of the Town (80 square 
miles) sewered at a cost of $53 million minus any 
state or federal funds. The Selectmen have voted 
to place this question before the voters at the 
1987 Spring Town Elections. If this question does 
pass, the Sewer Extension Committee is going to 
be very busy planning the eighty square miles of 
sewer in 1987. 


The Committee is very happy to extend our 
congratulations to Mary L. Jackelen for being 
appointed to the Sewer Extension Commiitee in 
September.

ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 
NORTHERN MIDDLESEX 
AREA COMMISSION 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission is 
a district planning commission, a public body 
corporate, formed under State enabling 
legislation governed by a policy board of local 
elected officials. Each of the nine member 
municipalities including: Billerica, Chelmsford, 
Dracut, Dunstable, Lowell, Pepperell, 
Tewksbury, Tyngsborough and Westford, is 
represented by a member of the Board of 
Selectmen or City Council, a member of the 
Planning Board and an alternate member 
appointed by each Board of Selectmen and in the 
case of Lowell, of the City Manager. 


The Commission maintains a_ staff of 
professional planners and technicians to assist it 
in developing and implementing its policies. The 
Commission meets monthly (usually the third 
Wednesday of each month) at 35 Market Street, 
Lowell, and all meetings are open to the public. 


By statute the Commission is required to 
“make careful studies of the resources, problems, 
possibilities and needs of its district, and on the 
basis of such studies, shall prepare a 
comprehensive plan of development or 
schematic study plan of such district or of such 
part or parts thereof as the Commission may 
deem necessary and in such plans shall make 
recommendations for the physical, social, 
governmental or economic improvement of this 
district...” 


Assessments upon the member communities 
are on an equal per capita basis and are used to 
provide the “local share” of various projects 
undertaken by the Commission with Federal 
funds and local assistance. 


These funds enable the Commission: to 
undertake far more staff work than would 
otherwise be possible at the present level of local 
assessment (under 30 cents per capita). The 
Commission's FY’87 budget of $415,950 includes 
$66,215 of local assessments of which $10,329.54 
is the Town of Billerica’s share. 


The Commission, during the past year 
(calendar 1986), conducted numerous activities 
in the Town of Billerica. Among these activities 
were: 


The completion of an updated Master Plan 
for commercial and industrial growth in the 
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Town. This study analyzed past growth in the 
commercial and industrial sectors and 
recommended several strategies the Town may 
employ to better manage and accommodate 
future growth in these areas. This effort was 
funded through a State fund made available to the 
Town's Planning Board. 


Through the Commission's ongoing 
Transportation Planning Program, aided by 
funds provided by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works, the Commission 
will shortly embark upon a study to evaluate the 
effectiveness of traffic improvements made 
several years ago in Billerica Center. The 
improvements, including signalization and 
channelization, were an outgrowth of an earlier 
study made by the Commission in 1978. 
Completion of the proposed study will allow the 
Town to modify the signals if necessary and make 
other low cost changes to reflect recent growth 
trends and resultant traffic conditions. 
Additionally, it will provide the Town with an 
evaluation of overall traffic operations in the 
center where traffic delays and pedestrian safety 
problems have been reported. 


Billerica continues to participate in the 
Shared Traffic Engineer Program. This effort, 
unique in the Commonwealth, provides traffic 
engineering services directly to the Town of 
Billerica and four others in the region. Funded 
through a cooperative effort of the participating 
communities, the Commission, and the Executive 
Office of Communities and Development, 
specialized traffic engineering services are 
provided to help improve many of the smaller 
traffic problems that have become burdensome 
in light of the recent growth in the region. Some of 
the activities in Billerica include: a channelization 
project on Boston Road at Allen Road, a redesign 
of the Boston Road, Lexington Road intersection 
and a special study regarding the possibility of 
improving traffic flow and safety on Cook Street. 


In the area of transit, the Commission was 
involved in the planning of the Lowell Regional 
Transit Authority’s new Lowell-Bedford route, 
which makes four daily trips through Billerica, 
stopping at Treble Cove Plaza and Billerica Town 
Hall. NMAC compiles statistical information, 
made contacts at the Bedford VA Hospital and 
Middlesex Community College and planned the 
Lowell-Bedford route. 


This new bus route serves an area of Billerica 
not previously reached by the LRTA (near the 
Fields and USCl-Concord Road) without 
increasing Billerica’s assessment to the LRTA. 


The Commission continues to provide 
assistance to the Lowell Regional Transit 
Authority in areas such as, obtaining Federal 
Capital and operating funds, marketing to 
improve ridership and revenue, statistical 
monitoring and reporting, negotiations with the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority 
regarding North Billerica Commuter Rail Station, 
and planning studies relating to improvements 
like the proposed Gallagher Terminal Expansion 
aimed at improving operating efficiency and 
financial viability. 


As always, the Commission continues to 
provide demographic information and technical 
assistance to residents of its member 
communities who request such. Billerica 
residents should feel free to contact NMAC staff 
who will be glad to either answer their questions 
or to direct them to the proper source of 
information.

$75,000.00 from $125,000.00 for required services. This account is a zero balance investment. 


4. BayBank has both payrolls with sizeable daily balances which are to be bid on. 


The banks, as a whole, have declined to be progressive bidders on borrowing by Massachusetts 
municipalities because of the potential implications of the Federal tax reform measures. 


Current rates are reflecting much higher percentages, even though rates are down considerably. 
This situation is leveling off as the bill gets changed and firmed up. With Billerica in the market often for 
short term borrowing and an upcoming long term bond Issue, we are going to realize a sharp increase In 
our borrowing costs if the above tax reforms are passed. As of this date, rates are down and it looks as if 
the federal tax package is going to be watered down a bit. 


The past practice of investing 90% of borrowed money, or in effect giving the bank a 10% float, is 
currently up in the air and has not been specifically related to Chapter 740. We are quite sure that this 
type of practice will also be eliminated even though it is believed to have profited the Town in the past. 


The other aspect of Chapter 740 is to fully maximize investments. Just what the requirements behind 
this are unclear at this time. In the past, as is currently done, we use the money market accounts atall the 
banks that service us. The rates are comparable to CD's and gives more liquidity to existing funds. Rates 
do vary between banks and are reviewed monthly. 


If the requirements of Chapter 740 are such that this office does nothing but shuffle” funds around, 
Billerica will have to reduce drastically the number of banks now dealt with, which is one of the hidden 
State hopes of the Chapter 740 Act. 


Some accounts shown in the invested column will earn passbook rates if the balance is below 
minimum required. These exceptions will be noted in the following.

Interest 
earned to date, apportioned pro-rata to the Town, School and employees, amounts to $7,038.35 
fiscal year to date. A subsidiary record is being maintained apportioning all debits and credits to the 
Town, School and employees benefit. It is found that the mechanics of cost-plus, with the necessary 
down payment to Blue Cross, necessary stop loss insurance and administering actual claims, in the 
long run has reduced costs on soaring group insurance. As of 12/01/84 we changed from Master 
Medical to the Master Health Plan. This change is a further refinement of administering the cost-plus 
concept of group insurance and has by virtue of the change of plans generated an approximate 5% 
savings to both the employees under Blue Cross and the Town and School for fiscal 1985-86, fiscal 
1986-87 and 1987-88 fiscal year.

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REPORT OF THE 
SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


The 1986-1987 school year was a year of 
achievement for the Billerica schools. Students, 
faculty and parents have joined to improve the 
quality of education for students and to reaffirm 
the importance of the institution of public 


education. 
In order to establish the necessity of 


achievement throughout the schools, the 
Billerica School Committee adopted seven 
overall goals. These goals are: 

1. Improve Student Achievement 

2. Maintain An Updated Curriculum 

3. Coordinate Curriculum and Program Among 
Schools 

Enhance Positive Communication 

Maintain Financial Stability 

Expand Services to the General Community 
Establish School/Community/Business 
Partnership 

To implement these goals, forty-five short 
term goals were adopted. Steering Committees, 
special study groups, and professional 
development committees were formed. It was the 
joint commitment of staff on these committees 
which made the goal oriented framework 


successful. a 
Space does not allow a complete description 


of all projects. over three hundred individual staff 
members were involved in the overall process.

Under Improving Student Achievement, the 
longitudinal study of student achievement 
showed Billerica students above national 
averages in all areas, and showed a greater than 
one year growth for one year of school. The 
semester and final examinations at Billerica 
Memorial High School have brought a greater 
importance to achievement in high school 
subjects. 

The Professional Development of staff has 
been most impressive. Over 80% of the staff have 
taken courses in computer literacy. Professional 
development workshops have shown that 
teachers are also interested in improving their 
skills. Staff members have been invited to make 
presentations at area conferences, and 
surrounding schools have come to observe 
Billerica programs. 

Under Maintaining an Updated Curriculum, 
Billerica has recently completed new curriculum 
in elementary mathematics, and science, with 
elementary social studies and penmanship due 
for completion. The middle school curriculum 
under went a major update and revision. This was 
the first such revision since the 1970's. Courses of 
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study for Billerica Memorial High School subjects 
are continuing to be revised on a five year cycle. 
Faculty members are the primary participants in 
the curriculum revision process. 


The use of computers for educational 
purposes is clearly in place for students. The 
underlying philosophy is a desire to use this 
modern technology to assist student learning. At 
the elementary schools students use computers 
to support the mastering of the basic skills. At 
middle schools, students begin to work with the 
computer as a tool for advanced learning. At the 
high school, students find computers being used 
in classes ranging from English to Math to 
Graphic Arts and Enaineerina Drawina. 

Under Coordinate Curriculum and Programs 
Among Achools, staff members have reveiwed 
the orientation and transition program for 
students from elementary to middle school and 
from middle school to high school. The middle 
schools have been placed on consistent 
schedules which have expanded the number of 
courses available for students. A good deal of 
progress has been made in coordinating 
programs at all levels. 

Under Enhance Positive Communication, 
the schools instituted a regular newsletter to the 
community and staff have been reviewing grade 
reporting to parents. The number of 
opportunities for parent and teacher conferences 
have been increased. School Improvement 
Councils are functioning in each school. These 
councils consist of parents and teachers. 

Under Maintain Financia! Stabitity the 
School Department has operated within its 
budget. The Food Services Program, Adult 
Education Program, and the Hallenborg Ice Rink 
are self-supporting and require no funds from the 
budget. The general reduction of federal funds 
for education has caused, and will continue to 
cause, shifting of programs from federal funding 
to local fundina. 

Under Expand Services to the General 
Community, the School Department has joined 
with the Billerica Boys’ Club in sponsoring an 
after school day care for elementary students. 
The Fun Club provides a safe and stimulating 
environment for these. children. The Adult 
Education Program at Billerica Memorial High 
School operates two nights a week and offers 
over forty special interest and skill development 
courses. 


Under Establish School/Coinmunity/ 
Business Partnership, staff at middle schools and 
high school have worked with the Smith 
College/Honeywell Corporation Program on 
attracting students to engineering. Numerous 


Billerica businesses participate with middle 
school students in career exploration programs. 

All the parent groups from the individual 
schools have contrubuted to promoting the 
education of students. Each group has 
sponsored many cultural and enrichment 
activities. These include assembly programs, and 
field trips on topics ranging from oceanography, 
to history, to music, and performing arts. Parent 
groups have also provided volunteers for such 
activities as vision screening and reading. These 
activities siqnal positive involvement. 

The new State law, Chapter 188, has 
established the Horace Mann program. This 
program was named for Massachusetts first 
educational leader and was intended to reward 
teachers for expanded responsibilities. Twenty- 
five Billerica teachers were selected for this 
program with expanded responsibilities ranging 
from computer education, to theatre arts, to 
literary magazine. 

The Billerica schools are on the move. With 
continued financial support of the Town of 
Billerica, the entire community, not only 
students, will benefit!

As a regional vocational/technical school, 
Shawsheen Tech serves five towns which include 
Bedfod, Billerica, Burlington, Tewksbury, and 
Wilmington. Our prime concern is to train 
students for gainful employment. Since 80% of 
the jobs in today’s world of work do not require a 
college education, the vocational and technical 
training offered at Snawsheen Tech results in just 
about all of the graduates getting jobs in their 
area of training. 


As with every year, many activities take place 
which affect students, parents, and district 
townspeople. Listed below are several such 
activities. 


OPEN HOUSE 


This past year, Open House was held on 
January 21, 1987. Invitations were sent to all 8th 
grade students and their parents in order to give 
them the opportunity to visit the school and see 
the shops in operation. Teachers were on hand to 
explain the skill training in the different shop 
areas while the academic teachers were available 
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to answer questions concerning the academic 
requirements of the school. This was by far one of 
the largest turnouts of any Open House held by 
the school. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


Adult Evening Education was offered once 
again this past year and continues to be 
extremely popular with over 400 adults enrolled 
in approximately 19 different programs. 


ACCREDITATION 


This past year Shawsheen Tech hosted a 
visiting committee comprised of members of the 
New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges. The committee spent three days at 
Shawsheen Tech evaluating the school in terms 
of our stated philosophy and objectives and the 
extent to which the school meets the educational 
needs of the students and the district 
communities. The visiting committee submitted 
their final report to the Commission on 
Vocational, Technical and Career Institutions, 
and at the 101st Annual Meeting of the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges at 
the Copley Plaza Hotel in Boston, Shawsheen 
Tech was awarded initial institutional 
accrediation. This indicates we have met 
standards of membership and complied with 
requirements for extensive evaluation and peer 
group review by the Association which monitors 
accredited schools and colleges to ensure that 
standards of membership are maintained. 


BUDGET 


In accordance with guidelines established in 
past years, the final budget was reviewed and 
passed by the Regional School Committee on 
January 27, 1987. 


CRAFT ADVISORY MEETINGS 


In keeping with our past practice, 
Shawsheen Tech's Craft Advisory Committee 
met in the fall and spring of this past year. We 
have been most fortunate in having a large and 
very interested group of advisors whose 
guidance over the years has been extremely 
valuable to the school. 


STUDENT ACTIVITIES 
Shawsheen Tech offers many extra- 


Curricular activities to students attending our 
school. This year students took part in such 


activities as the Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America (VICA), Toys For Tots, school 
newspaper, drama club, and pop band as well as 
the many sports teams fielded by the school. 


OUTSIDE PROJECTS 


Our house building project for the 85/86 
school year was built in Tewksbury, and the 
students work was completed in June. Our 
students also continued to work on other outside 
projects during the year: such as, the Wilmington 
Senior Center, Tewksbury Fire Department, and 
Burlington High School.This year’s house project 
is being undertaken in the town of Billerica and 
should be completed by this June. These projects 
give the construction trade students excellent 
experience in the actual building process. 


LOOKING AHEAD 


The year ahead promises to be an exciting 
and challenging one as well asa year of transition 
for the students and staff of Shawsheen Tech. Mr. 
Benjamin Wolk, whose name grew to be 
synonymous with the institution "Shawsheen 
Tech”, has retired. The contributions of this 
extra-ordinary individual will be permanently felt 
in this school district. 


On December 16, 1986 the School 
Committee voted Mr. Charles Lyons the school’s 
new Superintendent-Director. Mr. Lyons began 
his appointment the beginning of February. Until 
that time, Mr. Robert Cunningham acted as 
Interim Superintendent for the school.
